ELECTIVE STUDIES IN THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


A recent report on the condition of 


ithe schools in Great Britain calls at- 
tention to -the period of tiansition and 
experiment in ithe secondary, or high 
school curricula, of all countries. Es- 
pecially is this true in the case . of 
Germany. 


New types of institutions will spring 


into existence in response to popu-

lar demand.Wihile in older and 
established schools, -the changes 


: the studies added or dropped, will 


toe according to the same popular de- 
mand. 


.Many of our educators -believe the 


high school pupil should be allowed 
larger freedom in electing the studies 
•he shall pursue. This movement has 
manifested itself by adding the man- 


• ual training course, because of 
its 


practical character, as well as its dis- 
ciplinary value. In more schools, the 
commercial branches have been taught 
for the same reasons. These studies 
are mainly elective, and therefore we 
expect to find in these courses those 
whose natural tendencies, likes and 
dislikes, predispose them toward this 
kind of employment. 


In a previous paper we have pointed 


out the advantages of a manual train- 
ing course. A few words in regard te 
the commercial course will call atten- 
tion to its utility. 


Most of our commercial and busi- 


iness transactions are carried on 'by 
persons employed by the owners of 
business concerns, rather than by the 
owners themselves. This is of neces- 
sity so, because of the volume of bus- 
iness taken care of by one firm. 


It is necessary, therefore, to hire 


green clerks and educate them in the 
requirements of the work or to pat- 
ionize some institution that makes a 
business of doing this for the man- 
ufacturer. 


Evidently there is a demand for this 


education, and so we see springing up 
everywhere, business colleges, wuere 
book-keeping, short-hand typewriting, 
telegraphy and allied branches 
are 


taught in return for monetary consid- 
eration. The -high school has yielded 
to this same demand, and furnishes to 
its pupils, who desire it, this educa- 
tion free of charge, and at a very slight 
increase in taxation. " 


The argument is often advanced that 


every businesss requires a peculiar 
education, and this cannot be taught 
In a public school. This is true, but 
what our commercial course tries to 
do, is to give the pupil a foundation 
In the business principles which are at 
the base of every line of business, and 
from which it will be possible to 
erect a superstructure of any variety 
of size or form. Commercial arithmetic 
is necessary to all transactions.as well 
as good penmanship and accuracy of 
detail. 


These studies then are especially 


adapted to the needs of men whose 
business life is to pursue some kind 
of commercial transactions. 


The -reason that this course is con- 


sidered an elective, in a different sense 
from the languages or the sciences, 
is that it is taken for granted that no 
one will elect it who has neither a 
special aptitude for it, or the prospact 
of being able to use it for a liveli- 
hood at some time. 


But the question arises in our mind, 
why not allow pupils to elect any of 
the other studies piirsued in the high 
school, for the same reason? 


A greater variety of studies is want- 


ed by school men, as well as better 
adaptation to the special needs of In- 
dividual pupils, and this is best ac- 
complished by the elective system. 


While the American school system 


cannot be patterned after that of any 
other country, 'because of differences 
in environments and conditions, yet 
the problems in most cases are iden- 
tical, and we have much to leai-n from 
those who have been in the business 
longer. 
The trade schools of Ger- 


many and England, show to what an 
extent the elective system has worked 
itself out in those countries. They ex- 
ist there in great numbers and are do- 
ing a tremendous work in raising the 


.Then the supplementary schools of 


those countries, have for their ob- 
jeot the continuation of the hign school 
course in the direction of the de- 
mands of the community In 
which 


they are located, some laying 
em- 


phasis on agricultural others on in- 
dustrial, and still others on commer- 
cial studies. 


The purpose .of these movements 


is to widen the knowledge obtained in 
the high school, as well as to supple- 
ment it, and enable the pupil to per- 
ceive the direct relation of this know- 
ledge to his daily life, and apply it in 
his calling. 


Although electives generally lead to 


specialization, it does not necessarily 
mean that but it does mean that school 
work will be less of -.a. bore to many, 
and be better done by most pupils, 
for what he enjoys he will pursue 


So many times a boy who cannot re- 


member a 'theorem twenty-four hours, 
can tell readily, as by tuition, what 
geometrical constructions are possi- 
ble and what are impossible. That 
boy has a mechanical turn of mind, 
and at would be} a pity to harness him 
to history and the languages which so 
irritate an'd confuse him as to convince 
him he has not the normal amount of 
intelligence, and so he naturally be 
comes discouraged in school and goe 
into the world uneducated. 


On the other hand, before he lias 


made any failures, anil thus beeom 
accustomed to them, place 
.befor 


him the manual training course with 
its machinery and appliances, and he 
very likely will succeed and never rea 
lize the dampening effect of failure 


What is true in regard to the selec 


tion of courses to suit individual or 
class needs -and tendencies, is 
in 


nearly the same measure, true with 
regard to individual studies. 


However, a great mistake often hap- 


pens in allowing a pupil to choose his 
course unaided; they frequently" do 
not know their personal qualifications 
as well as more 'experienced parents 
or teachers, and so if left to them 
selves will frequently cnoose 
the 


wrong studies. 


'One of the great troubles of our 


courses of study is that 
education 


along definite lines is being adminis- 
tered in driblets, as if it were a medi- 
cine to be taken a few drops at a time 
in a teaspoon. 
The main reason for 


this condition is that the number ol 
studies to be taken is too great, and 
their character too diverse to afford 
anything except what is called 
smattering. 


Two many educators have hereto- 


fore considered electives as a sort of 
school back door, through wliieh in- 
ferior pupils may slide to their di- 
plomas. 
Happily these opinions are 


becoming more scarce, and we may 
soon see these electives dignified with 
better reputations for the results ail 
teachers are so asidiously working 
for. 


But a, small percentage of people 


are born with a desire for excellence, 
or with that instinctive aptitude call- 
ed genius; but it is -an importa at 
object of all educational schemes, to 
catch these exceptional people, and 
turn them to account for the good 
of society.

"garden sass" on a large scale he 
sometim.es made a mistake and tried 
to cultivate crops not adapted to his 
soil. Such mistakes will not be made 
again. The season probably will not be 
worse, or as bad, in a great many 
years.

Manila, Dec. IS.—Advices j'ust re- 


ceived from Iloilo, island of Panuy, 
say that the insurgents have burned a 
large part o£ the village of CaLmUian. 
Assistant Surgeon Frederick A. Wash- 
turn, Jr., of the Twenty-sixth volun- 
teer infantry, with eighteen men, held 
the principal buildings. A strong wind 
•was blowing at the time. The Ameri- 
cans sustained no casualties. 
Later 


advices from Iloilo announce that de- 
tachments of tlie Twenty-sixth volun- 
teer infantry this morning surprised 
•the headquarters of Quiutin Salas, 
capturing considerable quantities of 
stores and some valuable papers. Sev- 
eral natives were killed. The Ameri- 
cans, who have no losses, were still in 
pursuit of the fleeing insurgents when 
the dispatch left Iloilo. Thirty rebels 
•were captured this morning in a su- 
burb of San Pedro Macaiti. four miles 
from Manila, by twenty-five men of 
tlie Twentieth United States infantry 
and twenty members of the native Ma- 
nila police, all under Captain Gaines, 
assistant chief of police.. The force 
landed from small boats and surround- 
ed the suburb. Seventy persons were 
captured, but only thirty were identi- 
fied as insurgents. The first political 
party under the American regime is in 
process of formation. 
Its principles 


have been embodied in a platform 
which will shortly be made public. It 
ds understood' that the declarations of 
the platform givo the fullest recogni- 
tion to American sovereignty and also 
favor a considerable degree of native 
autonomy concerning internal aud lo- 
cal affairs.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—In the 


report of the Philippines commission, 
•which already has been submitted to 
the war department anc> W1H be pub- 
lished s.oon, there are some sensational 
paragraphs which will make disclos- 
ures of another more or loss4 official 
scandal, which this time affects the 
Philippines instead of Cuba.

Washington,

IS.— From 
the 


highest antl most direct source pos- 
sible it is announced that Lord Faun- 
cefote, the British ambassador, is of 
the opinion that his government will 
not accept the provisions in the Hay- 
Pauncefote 
treaty as the senate is 


about to change them. He has so in- 
formed this government. 


The British'" ambassador feels that 


the alterations proposed by the sen- 
ate are so radical that the proposition 
to .be submitted to Great Britain hard- 
ly can be considered a continuation of 
the negotiations begun by Secretary 
Hay and the British ambassador. 


A suspicion that the senate intends 


to make the treaty impossible of rati- 
fication has grown stronger as ratifica- 
tion has progressed.

Washington, D. C., Dec. IS.—Under 


the rules, having been set apart for 
the passage of bills undsr suspbnsiou 
of the rules, Mr. BromweU (Rep., 
Ohio) moved the passage oi a bill ex- 
tending to honorably dischargad . sol- 
diers, sailors and marines of the war 
with Spain and the Philippines the 
preference in appointment under the 
civil service now enjoyed by survivors 
of the civil war. 
Mr. Gillett (Rt-p., 


Mass.) 
attacked the bill as vicious 


class legislation. He thought that it 


' -was particularly ill-advised just now, 
. when the .civil service was being se- 


Terely criticised because of the age of 
the present incumbents. By next July, 
he said, 300,000 men would be entitled, 
upon passing the civil-service exami- 
nation, to be placed at the head of the 
list, and no civilian could be appointed 
to office for years to come. This meant 
the creation of a military caste to the 
whole civil service of the government. 
Messrs. McCall (Rep., Mass.), Fowler 
(Rep., N. J.), Hepburn (Rep., Iowa) 
and Grosvenor (Rep., Ohio) also op- 
posed the bill. The house refused, 105 
to 61, to pass the bill, and Mr. Br.om- 
well was'unsuccessful in his effort to 
obtain a vote by yeas and nays. There- 
after the house went into committee of 
the whole on the private calendar. 
The 'committee acted upon 123 bills 
favorably and ordered them to be re- 
. ported to the house. 
In that body 


they were passed in thirty-two min- 
utes. 


Seaalon of the Senate. 


The senate was in open session only 


an hour, the remainder of the legis- 
lative day being spent in executive ses- 
sion upon the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 
Mr. Chandler (N. H.) created a little 
flurry by endeavoring again to get up 
the resolution relating to the Montana 
senatorial case. 
The effort was fu- 


tile. No legislative business, aside from 
the purest routine, was transacted. 


Graeme Stewart, Martin B. Madden, 


John. M. Glenn and other Chicagoans 
controlled the attention of the senate 
committee on manufactures over which 
Senator Mason presides, and discussed 
the pure-food bill and 
amendments. 


The senate finance committee will take 
up the consideration of the war reve- 
nue bill immediately after the holiday 
recess of congress. 
No hearings will 


be given. The prospect is that the sen- 
ate committee will amend the house 
bill so as to provide for a larger re- 
duction of the war taxes than is made 
by that measure as passed by the low- 
er branch of congress. 


-Refused to Help Porto Rico. 


Washington, 
D. C., Dec. 18.—The 


state department has rendered an opin- 
ion to the effect that the United States 
government cannot intervene in favor 
of Porto Rico in the matter of her 
claim against Cuba for ?2,500,000. The 
Spanish government raised a loan to 
this amount from Porto Rican's to he'.p 
prosecute military operations in Cuba, 
basing the loan upon the revenues of 
the latter island. 
In substance 
the 


decision of the United States govern- 
ment is to the effect that, leaving aside 
. the question of equity in this case, .to 
sanction the collection of this claim 
against Cuba now would be to open the 
door to numberless other and larger 
claims-, which would exhaust the finan- 
cial resources of the ^siand.

ATTACKS THE BOONEVILLE JAIL 


Blncfc 
Hunted to Neighboring 
County, 


Where Ho Had Been Talten for Surety 
—Mob HeHils OH Company E ot tlie 
State Mill tin. 


Rockport, Incl., Dec. 18.—John Holla, 


the third negro to die for alleged com- 
plicity in the murder of Hollie Sim- 
ons, was lynched last evening by a 
mob of 100 men from this place at 
Booneville, in the neighboring county 
of Warrick. ' Company E of the state 
militia, from 
Evansville, which had 


been ordered out by Governor 'Mount, 
reached the town on a special train fif- 
teen minutes after the mob's work was 
done. 
Holla was implicated in 
the 


crime by Roland and Henderson, who 
•were hanged here, and soon after his 
arrest was taken to Booneville by 
Sheriff Anderson in the hope of keep- 
Ing him out of reach of Simons' neigh- 
bors. 
In the afternoon, however, the 


mob determined to complete its work 
and started for 
the 
negro's hiding 


place. They left their wagons, buggies 
and horses about half a mile 
from 


Booneville, and, two abreast, walked 
into town unmasked, headed by three 
men who evidently had been chosen 
as leaders. 


Break Through Jail Wall. 


Sheriff Hudson had been warned of 


the approach of the mob, and is said 
•to have left town. 
His deputy, Ray 


Cherry, locked up the jail and 
hid 


himself. County Judge Swan tried to 
dissuade the lynchers, but they paid 
no heed to him. The mob secured an 
electric light pole, and a dozen or 
more men with this ram began to bat- 
ter in the jail wall. 
As soon as they 


had made a hole large enough to ad- 
mit the body of a man six members of 
the crowd crawled through, and with a 
sledge hammer broke in the door of 
Rolla's cell. 
The negro lay on the 


floor in an agony of fear. He loudly 
protested his innocence and asked to 
be spared. A rope was quickly thrown 
over his neck, and he was dragged to 
the nearest tree. When asked if he 
had anything to say he answered: "I 
would see you in -— before I would 
talk to you, for I know you will hang 
me anyway." 
With this 
a hundred 


willing hands pulled on the rope, and 
the negro was left to die by strangula- 
tion, while the crowd made its way 
back to Rockport. The blacks of this 
place are much excited, and on the 
strength of a rumor that some sort of 
retaliation 
would be 
attempted 
a 


strong guard has been placed over the 
town. 
A mass meeting was held at 


which a vigilance committee was ap- 
pointed with the avowed purpose of 
running out of town all disreputable 
negroes. 
The alarm has spread 
to 


neighboring villages, and negroes are 
said to be leaving Grand View, Enter- 
prise and other places along the riv- 
er. 


GoTernor Threatens Lynchera.
